scription registration, Will b e used 
for determining apportionments. 
Each city, 
county or state, 
ac­ 
cording to 
Washington 
dispatches 
today must, furnish 
two-thirds 
of 
one per cent of its paper population. 
The new estimates were made b y the 
census b ureau for the purpose 
pf 
equalizing the draft rather than to ( 
present accurate population totals. 
Thus, it will b e seen 
that 
Rush 
county will have 
to provide 
one 
hundred and four men 
on the first 
draft, 
if the latest 
announcement 
holds good when the draft is made. 
If the so-called paper population of 
the county is 15,665, % two-thirds of 
one per cent of the -numb er would 
b e one hundred and four. 
An announcement a few days ago 
provided a different method of com­ 
puting the numb er each city, county 
or state would have to provide for 
the first draft.

DIES AND MOLDS 


Morton Conner Completes Arrange­ 
ments With Peru Electric Co. 
to do The Work 


(PLANS TO MAKE SPARK PLUG 


Will Also 
Have 
Some Porcelain 
Shells Made at Peru and Send 
Models to Government 


Morton Conner, who has invented 
a triplicate spark plug designed 
to 
reduce motor troub le to a minimum, 
has/ returned from Peru where he 
closed a contract 
with the 
Peru 
Electric company 
to 
manufacture 
dies and molds for the manufacture 
of the spark plugs. 
The dies and molds will b e com­ 
pleted within six months 
and then 
Mr, Conner will have everything in 
readiness for the manufacture of the 
spark plugs except 
the few pieces 
of machinery necessary to make the 
shells for the plugs. 
The Peru company will also make 
the spark plugs as they are needed 
until Mr. 
Conner makes 
arrange­ 
ments to manufacture them himself. 
He will have models manufactured 
at Peru to sub mit to the chief of the 
government signal corps for a test 
on aeroplane motors. 
The shells for the triplicate spark 
plugs will b e made of porcelain for 
Hie present instead of pvrx 
ware, 
as suggested b y the government sig­ 
nal corps engineer. Mr. Conner was 
told b y a numb er of persons 
that 
porcelain would not withstand the 
sudden changes in temperature 
in 
the air and for that reason would 
not b e practical for motors nsed*in 
airplanes. However, Mr. Conner in­ 
timated today that this difficulty had 
b een overcome. 
“We have the spark plug improved 
now’,” he said, ^intil it is much b et­ 
ter than it w’as w’hen originally per­ 
fected. 
We experimented with it in 
Peru and made some changes for 
the b etter.” 
Mr. Conner is convinced now that 
the spark plug will b e a complete 
success. He has b een working on i-t 
for several months 
and has 
b een 
improving it from time to time until 
he now’ b elieves, that it is as near 
perfect as it can b e. This b elief is 
-shared also b y men at the 
Peru 
Electric company who worked with 
him in making improvements on the 
Plug .

rise of the standards of high schools 
and growth of vocational education, 
Dr. Horace Ellis, Indiana superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, today 
delivered an 
address 
before 
the 
members of the National Educational 
association assembled here. 
The extension of the field of home 
economics in 
the school curriculum 
was emphasized by Alice Ravenhill, 
late lecturer on hy giene in the Uni­ 
versity of London, in an adderss be­ 
fore the department of vocational 
education and practical arts. 
Dis­ 
cussing, “ Preventative Medicine in 
School,” N. K. Foster, Medical di­ 
rector 
of 
the 
Oakland, (Calif.) 
schools, spoke before the department 
of child hy giene. 
In his 
address, Dr. 
Ellis 
also 
praised the work of the Boy Scouts 
and the (’amp Fire Girls, declaring 
they should be 
recognized as the 
school’s chief “ out-side” assets. 
In 
addition with school work, Dr. Ellis 
commended the suffrage movement 
and declared that women’s clubs are 
largely responsible for women’s free­ 
dom. 
“ I cannot foibear speaking in the 
strongest terms of approval of the 
democratizing influence of the wo­ 
men’s clubs,” said Dr. Ellis. 
“ What 
a glorious triumph ,after all, it is for 
women in these great day s of ours. 
Jt is not claimed by the most ardent 
advocate of women’s suffrage that 
all great moral reforms will follow 
her advent into the affairs of gov­ 
ernment, but it is claimed, and well 
known, that marvelous triumphs for 
simple justice will ensue. 
J ust be­ 
cause it is right, democracy demands 
suffrage for women. 


Miss Ravenhill dealt with the ne­ 
cessity for extending some acquain­ 
tance with the demands of phy sical 
life on the individual and in the home 
to boy s in the grade and high schools 
with a view to impressing upon them 
the personal duty and civic respon­ 
sibility of maintaining a high stand­ 
ard of health; and submitted in de­ 
tail a scheme of study for this pur­ 
pose, which had been utilized with 
good results for several y ears over 
a considerable area in the schools 
of England, entitled “ Helpfulness in 
the Home.” 
Mi ss Ravenhill further advocated 
the general instruction of girls in 
grade schools in the fundamentals of 
home economies by 
grade school 
teachers, in order to link other sub­ 
jects on the time table with this ap­ 
plication to advancement 
of 
daily 
life 
and to assign to this subject 
as honorable position as other sub­ 
jects in the curriculum. 
She also reported the custom in

“ Phy sical defects and bad envi­ 
ronments are the cause of very much 
of our crime, poverty and backward­ 
ness in school, and hence of our high 
taxes. 
“ Many a child under the nervous 
strain of defective vision or the poi­ 
son from decay ed teeth or tonsils 
has broken do*wn, lost courage and 
gone to disgrace. It is very largely 
from defectives that criminals and 
indigents are recruited, but not sol­ 
diers. 
That scouige of our age, tu­ 
berculosis, seeks its victims here. It 
is the w’oifli of the Health Develop­ 
ment Department in schools to seek 
these defectives out and see that the 
needed work is done and to better 
existing bad environments.

partment 
should 
be headed by a 
thoroughly 
educated 
doctor 
with 
plenty of aids, preferably 
nurses, 
who devote their whole time to the 
work.”
